SOBJBCT 



Oblast had a pcqpalatlon of about 10,000, 60 percent of uere 
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BelozusslaiuB. Ihe tovn had diasged little In iqppearanee since the 
days of Polish rale> and only recently had any new constrocticm been 
carried out. Ihe nev buildings^ most of idiieh uere government insti- 
tutions and offices, vere usonlly two stories hi^, idiile the older 
ones were mostly one story hi|^. 

3 . The industries in the town were not particularly noteworthy, a large 
portion of the population woifcing in the neif^iiboring koUchosy. The 
largest enterprise in Inninets was a sawadll eaploying about I 1 O- 3 O 
/iie> posalbly kOO-^0^ woxkers. A cooperatiYe called the SvaSoda 
Artel, which comprised several shoemakers and tailors shops, 
shops, smithies, and a soda water plant employed about 300 workers. The 
railroad locomotlive workshops, idiich were capable of routine repairs 
only, had existed during the Polish regime and employed between 3OO and 
3^ woikers. In mid-19?8, the equipment and some of the^rsonnel of

the rol lin g stock repair shops, tdiich had eflqployed aboht 3OO workers, 
were transferred to Baranovichi. 

h. The town's principal thoroui^fares were paved with rough stones, and 
its dide streets were no more than dirt roads. Oie town had no central 
sewage or water supply systems. Lunlnets received its electricity 
from the railroad ppwer plant, which operated on coal and was equipped 
with three 179-kilowatt generators. Oonstruction of a new railroad 
station had begun in the early 1990 's and was still not coqphted la 19 ^. 

9 . There were two 10-grade schools in Lunlnets, one of which was run by 
the Railroad Directorate and the other by the Minicipal Department of 
Edncatlcm.

6. An air force intere^tor regiment (poUc latrebltelnoy arlatsll) 
eonmanded by Col. iTanor (fiu) was billeted In old Polish barracks on 
Poohtovaya Street. !Ehe airfield of -Oie regiment, idilch had a concrete- 
surfaced ruBwagr, uas about kilometers northwest of Lcmlnets. In 
early 1959 > the regiment was equipped with MIQ-19's, ncomberlng 

about 35 aircraft. 

7. During a fire In mld-19^7 ^ kolkhoz at lyuibon /j^2-13, E27-0|7^ suffered 
very heacvy damage. Including the loss of some 300 cows and a large 
quantity of fodder. As a result of this Incident, the majority of 

key office holders In the district admlnlstzwtlon were replaced.

SUBJECT General Infomatlon on Brogobyeh 


1. The city of Brogobyeh /iPi9-21, £23-3^ vas an oblast tovn In the 
Brogobyeh Oblast, Ukrainian SSR, until early 1937> at lAilch tine 
the oblast vas ruaored to hare been abolished and Its area attached 
to the Lror Oblast. In 19^1, Brogobyeh had a population of 39>000, 
a figure idileh had about doubled by 199^* About tvo-thlrda of the 
population ifere Ukrainian. 

Industry and Utilities 

2. Brogobyeh uas the center of the oil industry. It had tuo refineries. 
Nos. 1 and 2, both of idileh bad been built before World War H and 
enployed 700 and 1,200 uozkers respectlTsly. No changes had been Intro- 
duced at Refinery N6. 2, but a cracking plant had been added by the 
Soviets to Refinery No. 2. Refinery No. 2 produced red-colored high 
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octane gasoline for high-rerolatlon Botors, paraffin, and solldol 
/sLo 7> Kerosene vas the chief product of hoth refineries;

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produced, gasoline for the clTllian aircraft shich s»de fillets 

id thin the Ukrainian S8R from the small airport in Brogoibxeh uas supplied 

from East germangr. 

A large fuel base (neftebasa) supplTlng the entire oblast idth kerosme, 
gasoline, and lubricants uas built after ¥orld gar II on the Srogobyeh/ 
Stryy iroad, opposite Refinery No. 1. 

A mechanical plant (mekhanisheskiy zaudd) idilch produced metal 
products for construction purposes uas located in a suburb of 
Drogobyeh. The plant had small easting famaees and employed about 
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1,000 uoxkers. 

A small foujodry (CShugunmo-Iiiteyniy Zarod) uas located on the outskirts 
of Srogobyeh, on tie road to Truskarets. It produced small components 
for agricultural machinery and employed about 200 uorkers. 

Tuo saumills, a spirits and lipieur distillery, and tuo brick factories 
uere located in the toun. 

In late 1958, construction uas begun of a factory for ready-made

Preface; ^st of the buildings in Ordzhonikidze were two and three stories 
hig^ though some were five stories. The main streets were 
surfaced with asphalt, but most streets were paved with roush 
st<M. Until 195i the town's public transport service consisted 
of two streetcar routes; in 1956 a trolleybus route was also 
introduced. In the town center there were central water and 
sewage systems, but the central supply of natural gas, which 
was to Imve been provided by pipeline from kfozdok, had yet to be 
^stalled 1956. In 1956, there still was no television station in 
the city. Most of the construction work in Ordzhonikidze was 
^ing carried out in the northwest part of the town, where complet 
housing projects were under construction.

13. Glass Factory (Stelkolny Zavod), which primarily manxifactured glass 
jars for the food preserves industry.

15. Civil airfield, which had very little traffic; no jet aircraft were seen there. 

16. Concrete bridge for two- lane traffic, about 100 meters long, over the 
Terek River; it was constructed after World War II.

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17. Railroad Car Repair Plant (Vagono Remontny Zavod), which 
manufactured and repaired railroad passenger, freight, and tankcars. 

18. Railroad workshop (parovoznoye depo).

20. A wood pedestrian bridge spanning the Terek, which was 200 meters 
long, 2 or 3 meters wide, auid had metal supports. 

21. Supreme Soviet of the Severo-Osetinskaya ASSR (Verkhovny Sovet 
Osetinskoy ASSR). 

22. Ministry of the Interior (MVD) of the Severo-Osetinskaya ASSR, housed 
in a five-story building on Prospekt Stalina. A neighboring building 
housed a border guard officers school (ofitserskoye pogran uchilishche). 

23. Location, in 1956, of artillery and tank units. 

24. Ammunition and Explosives Stores, which occupied an extensive area 
surrounded by a barbed-wire fence and wmm under military guard. 

25. Suvorov Military School (Suvorovskoye Uchilishche). 

26. A construction technicum (Stroitelnoye tekhnikum) subordinate to the 
Ministry of Oil Industry. This four- story building had been occupied by 
an oil industry technicum (neftyanoye tekhnikum) until 1956. 

27. Furniture Factory (Mebelnaya Fabrik). 

28. Insane Asylum (Psikho Bolnitsa). 

29. Agrictiltural College (Selkhoz Institute), on Tolstogo Street. 

30. Terek Hotel, a four- story building at 56 Stalina. 
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31. Rodina Movie Theater and State Bank. 

32. Financial Technicum (Finansovoye Tekhnikum) and City Financial 
Department (Gor. Fin. Otdel). 

33. Town Military Conunissariat (Gor. Voenkomat). 

34. Metallurgical Technicum (Gornoye Tekhixikum). An army unit was 
stationed next door to the technicum. 

35. The KGB Directorate of the Severo-Osetinskaya ASSR, on Prospekt 
Stalina. 

36. Inturist Hotel. 

37. Council of Ministers of the Severo-Osetinskaya ASSR, on Prospekt 
Stalina. 

38. Border Guard Officers School (Ofitserskoye Pogran Uchilishche). 

39. Interurban bus terminal. 

40. Water distilling and pumping station.
